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LA. Hideout Stormed 


Five Bodies 
Found Inside 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Five 


bodies were found inside a 
south-central Los Angeles house 
after flak-jacketed police hoping 
to trap members of the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army waged 
an hour-long gun battle with 
those inside. 


The house caught fire in the 


course of the gun battle and was 
virtually destroyed by the 
flames. Three of the bodies were 
found underneath the house. 


Police commander Peter 


Hagen said at least two of the 
bodies were women, one black 
and one white. He said they 
were seen lying on the floor near 
the back door of the house and 
ammunition belts on their 
bodies exploded in the heat of 
the fire. 


FBI and police said they had 


been unable to identify the 
bodies. 


In Kansas City, FBI Director 


Clarence Kelley denied reports 
that he had been told Patricia 
Hearst was among the victims. 


At the Hearst mansion in 


Hillsborough, Calif., 
Hearst 


family spokesman John Lester 
said "the feeling inside the 
Hearst home is it's over. Nothing 
has been confirmed either way, 
although the Hearsts have a 
direct line to the San Francisco 
FBI and have been in touch all 
day. The family really didn't 
expect it to end this way. We just 
hope to God that Patty is 
somewhere else.'' 


Hundreds of police and FBI 


agents had massed in the south- 
central Los Angeles area in 
hopes of trapping SLA members 
believed to have taken refuge in 
the area. The SLA claims 
responsibility for the Feb. 4 kid- 
naping of Miss Hearst. 


A woman who emerged from 


the house after it caught fire had 
said there were five other per- 
sons inside — a black man, a 
black woman and three white 
women. 


"They held me, they held 


me," the woman, a black, was 
heard to say as she was taken 
away to an ambulance. 


Another women interrogated 


by police said her daughter lived 


in the house under seige and had 
allowed five persons wtfo arrived 
at 2 a.m. Friday morning to 
spend the night. 


Mary Carr, 52, said her 


daughter, Minnie Lewis, 33, told 
her that she had allowed the five 
to spend the night after they 
offered to pay her $100. Mrs. 
Carr said she went to check on 
her daughter Friday and saw a 
white woman with a pistol on 
her hip. 


"I went back there to see what 


was going on," Mrs. Carr said. 
"A white lady had a belt on with 
a pistol slapped at her side and 
smiled up at me." 


Mrs. Carr said she left the 


house and notified police. 


The entire confrontation was 


carried live on television. A 
spokesman for the Randolph 
Hearst family said the family 
watched the proceedings on 
television and showed alarm 
when it was announced that one 
of those inside was a white 
woman. 


The entire confrontation was 


carried live on Los Angeles 
television stations 


"It's a small war going on," 


one officer said. 


"More ammo," police were 


heard shouting as they moved 
toward a single-level wood and 
stucco house. 


One police officer was shot in 


the leg, a police spokesman said 
The wounded officer had been 
positioned on a nearby rooftop. 


Dozens of officers fired round 


upon round of tear gas, shotgun 
and M16 fire through the win- 
dows of the building, and volleys 
of return fire kept them from 
entering the house. 


Police raided an apartment 


several miles away earlier in the 
day but found no one inside. 


Inside the house they found 


two boxes of shotgun ammuni- 
tion, several empty shell casings, 
wigs, clothing, foods, suitcases 
and cardboard boxes. 


Police fired an estimated 150 


rounds into the frame building 
raided Friday night. A four- 
square-block area had been cor- 
doned off to traffic during the 
operation.

Special Prosecutor On Trail 
Of 'S List' Written By Stans 


Washington (UPI) — First, 


there was the White House 
"Enemies List." Now, 
Watergate prosecutors are on 
the trail of a roster of people ap- 
parently even more in disfavor 
with the administration known 
as the "S List." 


Former Commerce Secretarj 


Maurice H. Stans, President 
Nixon's chief fund-raiser, was its 
author. Where it is now, no one 
professes to know. 


Existence of the "S List" was 


first disclosed in court papers 
two weeks ago, described by 
Special Prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski as a listing of persons 
"who were sob'cited and refused 


, to contribute" to Nixon's 1972 
' re-election campaign. 


Low Contributors 


In U.S. District Court Friday, 


Jaworski assistant Thomas F. 
McBride said it also apparently 
includes names of those "who 
didn't contribute enough." 
Striving for delicacy, he added: 


"The 'S' stands for — er, what 


you might say in the current 
phrase — for 'expletive 
deleted.'" 


"You mean it's obscene?" 


asked Judge George L. Hart, 
peering over his glasses. 


"Yes," said McBride. 
Nothing of the sort, protested 


one of Stans' secretaries, Arden 
Chambers, on the witness stand 
a little while later. 


"I would like to interject that I 


have never heard a dirty term or 
a nasty word used on connection 
with the 'S List,' " she said, 
telling reporters later it was just 
the prosecutor's "imagination." 


Filed Under 'S' 


Miss Chambers said the list is 


on a single page, double spaced, 
and has "about 20 names on it," 
although she hasn't seen it for a 
year or so. May Elaine O'Gor- 
man, another secretary, said she 
had once seen the list, too, and 
simply "filed it under 'S'." 


McBride has subpoenaed the 


mysterious "S List" and other 
documents from Stans as part of 
the continuing investigation into 
Nixon's campaign financing and 
whether big government jobs 
were promised to major con- 
tributors. 


Stans' lawyer, Robert W. 


Barker, protested there is no "S 
List" to surrender. "I can't 
produce a list that doesn't 
exist," he said.

"It seems like I've been on Homebound all my 


life." sighed Kim. But it was hardly a sigh of 
despair. For she's gotten used to the individualized 
instruction and the close relationship with Mrs. 
Bonnie Wifcox, her tutor for the past four years. 


Kim believes she does * lot more win* becrase 


"I don't have to Bstea to a teacher talk all day." 
She says she starts studying whea the teacher 
leaves aad doesn't "do aaythmg ebe tffl I get It aO 
done." 


Although she hasn't had a report card come 


every quarter. Run says ''you can kinda tefl how 
you're doing when you're the only one in the 
class." 


As a second-time senior — she lost credits last 


year when surgery interrupted her schooling — 
Kim's taken some business preparatory courses to 
make up the credits. Advanced typing, economics 
and proofreading wiD come in handy when she 
enrolls in business school next year. 


Kim's got her sights set on becoming a medical 


secretary "because Tin experienced in the medical 
field." Bat shell take her schooling slowly, atten- 
ding dasses OT a half-day schedule and tatang two 
years to complete a regular one-year coarse of 
study. 


Omaha (UPI) — A partial 


tabulation of absentee and dis- 
abled ballots Friday finned up a 
lead held by Mrs. Haven Smith 
of Chappell over McCook Mayor 
Don Blank in the yet unsettled 
Third District Republican 
primary congressional race. 


The absentee votes from 23 of 


the 61 countries gave Mrs. Smith 
136 additional votes and Blank 
82. The third-place finisher. 
State Sen. Gerald Stromer of 
Kearney, had 89 absentee 
ballots. 


Mrs. Smith, with all 839 


precincts reporting and late 
revisions made by county clerks, 
led Blank by 15,466 to 15,366 in- 
cluding the mail votes from 23 
counties. Stromer had 13,663. 


The lead without the mail vote 


had been 15.330 to 15,284 in favor 
of Mrs. Smith. 


However, the lead seemed far 


from insurmountable Lincoln 
County, for example, where 
Blank led in the election night 
totals, had not tabulated the 


mail vote. Other large counties 
remaining out were Buffalo, 
Adams and Hall. 


The new count included five 


tiny precincts not reporting 
Tuesday election night totals 
earlier, four from Cherry County 
and one from Holt. In each case, 
the precinct totals had been 
mailed to the county clerk's of- 
fice because of long distances in- 
volved. 


In the mail vote alone, Mrs. 


Smith led in 10 counties, 
Stromer in nine and Blank in 
three. One was tied. 


Completion of the absentee 


ballots was not expected before 
next Tuesday and some counties 
indicated theirs might be cleared 
up even later.

Pen, Reformatory Cited . . . 
Inspectors Classify 
Prisons Unsanitary

A health inspection of the State 


Penitentiary and the Men's Reformatory 
generally has found sanitation conditions 
completely unacceptable. 


The inspection, conducted in early 


March by the State Health Department's 
environmental engineering section, 
revealed mice and rat infestations, un- 
usable kitchen utensils, dirty mattresses, 
uncovered food and mold growth on the 
walls of a cooler. 


Of the kitchens inspected at both 


locations, none received a rating of 
"excellent" or "acceptable." Two 
kitchens — the staff kitchen at the Refor- 
matory and the bakery at the Peniten- 
tiary — were classified as "marginal," 
while five kitchens, including the main 
kitchens at both institutions, were well 
beyond the range of acceptable or 
marginal. 


According to the Health Department's 


rating system, 40 or more demerits 
qualify a kitchen as unacceptable. The 
main kitchen at the Reformatory had 80 
demerits, and the main kitchen at the 
Penitentiary had 70 demerits. The trustee 
dormitory kitchen at the Penitentiary had 
73 demerits 


The inspectors wrote: 


"Although the institution is generally in 


poor condition due to age, we feel the 
general sanitation needs improvement es- 
pecially in the kitchens. Also, much of the 
kitchen equipment is no longer suitable 
for use." 


The list of unsanitary conditions at the 


Reformatory included: 


—uncovered food in walk-in coolers. 
—"mice droppings on the storage racks 


and in some food products." 


—dirty floors, leaking ceilings and 


mold growth on the wall of one walk-in 
cooler. 


—peeling paint on ceilings and walls 


which could contaminate food and dishes. 


—rat burrows near the sewage treat- 


ment plant. 


The Penitentiary inspection uncovered 


some of the same deficiencies, including 
mice, unsanitized silverware and poor 
temperature controls in the coolers. 


Jack Daniel of the Health Department 


said Don Best, acting corrections direc- 
tor, has requested reinspections of both 
facilities during the last week of June. 


Despite the unsanitary conditions, 


Daniel said he has received no indication 
any inmates or staff ever contacted any 
serious disease or suffered food poisoning 
because of them. 


Reportedly, improvements are in 


progress. Daniel said a health inspector 
who recently accompanied fire inspectors 
during checks at both institutions in- 
dicated some changes have been made. 


Daniel said Best has been "most 


cooperative." 


Concern about fire safety and sanita- 


tion conditions at both institutions was 
prompted by Lincoln Sen. Roland 
Luedtke. As chairman of the 
Legislature's Judiciary Committee and a 
prime sponsor of penal reform, Luedtke 
has been pushing for new facilities. 


He called on state officials to make the 


inspections, after an impasse on the issue 
developed during the last session of the 
Legislature. 


Gov. J James Exon said Friday 


everything would certainly be done to up- 
grade existing facilities with the money 
available. 


"We'll have to get by as best we can, 


until the Legislature realizes the need for 
new facilities. Thus far, we've had too 
much planning and not enough action," 
Exon said.

with automatic transmissions and 3,700 
GMC motor homes. 


A GM spokesman' said the accelerator 


linkage and rear wheel bearings will be 
replaced on the 1973 and 1974 GMC motor 
homes. There have been some instances 
of the accelerator cable freezing due to 


water getting into the linkage during the 
winter. 


GM also is recalling 3,600 current- 


model Chevrolet Lagunas because they 
have a hood latching plate out of position 
which could affect the operation of the 
hood latch secondary catch. 


On 2,800 1974-model light-duty trucks, 


some 500 may have defective bolts in- 
stalled on upper control arms. If these 
bolts allow the disengagement of the up- 
per control arm from the steering 
linkage, drivers could lose coeffective 
bolts installed on upper control arms. 


On the 6,880 Imperial and Chrysler 


New Yorker models, a faulty clip that 
holds the front seat may have been in- 
stalled. 


Dublin Is Rocked 
In Triple Bombing 


DUBLIN, Ireland (AP) - Three 


powerful bombs planted in parked cars 
exploded during the Friday evening rush 
hour, leaving dead and injured strewn in 
the streets of downtown Dublin. 


Police said at least 22 persons were 


killed and more than 100 injured, dozens 
critically, when the bombs exploded in a 
20-minute period. They expected the 
death toll to rise. 


Another bomb outside a bar in 


Monaghan, 80 miles north near the 
Northern Ireland border, killed five per- 
sons and injured at least 20, authorities 
said. 


"There were limbs and bits of torn 


clothing all over the street" said a 
witness in Dublin. "... One woman lay 
dreadfully mutilated 
1 heard women 


and children crying in hysterics." 


Conor Cruise O'Brien, a veteran of the 


United Nations force that quelled the 
bloody Congo massacres of 16 years ago, 
cried "Oh, my God!" when be walked out 
of his office into devastated PameH 
Street moments after a bomb went off. 


Among the victims be saw was a baby 


girl whose mother bad been wheeling her 
in a carriage yards from the explosive- 
packed car. O'Brien, now minister of 
posts and telegraph, turned his ministry 
building into a first-aid station. 


Ambulances screamed down the ruined 


streets. Dazed survivors staggered 
through the rubble past dead and maimed 
Dubliners who had been on their way out 
of the city for the weekend. Dublin's six 
hospitals were jammed. 


The fire department declared the 


bombed parts of the city "a major dis- 
aster area." 


The day's carnage was toe worst in five 


years in either part of this troubled viand 
— split between the Irish republic and 
the six counties of Northern Ireland, 
where Britain roles and mil fictions of 
Roman Catholic and Protestant 
atreuusts are at each other's UuutU. 


Both the Irish Republican Army tnd 


the mflitant Protestant Ulster Defense 
Association — me two groans raponsiHe 
for most of the fighting in the North* 


denied responsibility for the bombings. 


So far, the republic had suffered 


relatively little from terrorism. The worst 
previous terrorist incident in the south 
was an attack on the Irish parliament in 
1972 in which two persons were killed and 
120 wounded. It came during a debate on 
legislation to crack down on the IRA, 
which is trying to throw the British out of 
the North. 


Bomb-scarred Northern Ireland, where 


more than 1,000 persons have died in sec- 
tarian righting since 1969, was confronted 
Friday with a paralyzing general strike. It 
was called by hardline Protestants who 
fear an agreement for greater coopera- 
tion between north and south is the first 
step toward union. 


Newsman Mike 0"Shea said he was in 


the usual Dublin rush-hour traffic jam 
when the blasts went off, showering glass 
over the home-bound commuters. 


"People were screaming and running 


everywhere, some of them bleeding." he 
said. "I got one youngnman with a deep 
leg gash and a head wound into my car 
and drove him to the hospital. He said he 
had been lifted off his feet by the blast." 


Prime Minister Liam Cosgrave of 


Ireland said tfae explosions would bring 
home to tfae people of the republic what 
their neighbors in the north had been suf- 
fering for i*ie past five years.

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Nixonite Says U.S. Misled 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


White House spokesman said 
Friday that the result of leaks 
from the House impeachment 
inquiry is that the country is 
being misled about the facts 
seriously and in a calculated 
way. 


Presidential press secretary 


Ronald L. Ziegler said the leaks 
from the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee's closed hearings have 
violated not only the panel's own 
rules "but the most basic sense 
of fairness and justice." 


Ziegler's comments, made in 


Key Biscayne, Fla., where Presi- 
dent Nixon is spending the 
weekend, came after leaks two 
days this week of secret evidence 
presented before the committee. 


The committee has completed 


four days of hearings, and 
members are divided whether 
the evidence helps or hurts 
Nixon. 


Republicans generally agree 


that nothing they have heard 
points to Nixon's involvement in 
the Watergate break-in and 
cover-up. Some Democrats say a 
strong case against Nixon is 
building up. 


In a telephone interview with 


a reporter, Ziegler said: "certain 
members of the commitee and 
staff have practiced neither 
order, nor discipline, nor due 
process, and the result is that the 
country is being seriously — and 
in a calculated way — misled 
about the facts " 


Ziegler suggested there was a 


good argument that the hearings 
be opened to the public. 


Meanwhile, 
presidential 


lawyer J. Fred Buzhardt told 
newsmen that in transcribing 
tapes already in the possession 
of the Judiciary Committee, the 
White House had not taken as 
much care in marking deletions 
since the panel would be hearing 
the tapes themselves. 


"I think this was an error," 


Buzhardt said. 


He defended the edited 


transcripts saying, "I don't think 
you will find a great deal of 
difference between these and 
any other transcripts that are 
prepared carefully." 


Asked about reports that 


racial slurs, including "Jew boy" 
appear on at least one of the 
tapes, Buzhardt repeated his 
earlier assertion that the phrase 
was "just not there." 


He said the word Jewish was 


used but "I'm not going to tell 
you the context." 


Then he added, "We have not 


dropped the subject at all," but 
he wouldn't say if that meant the 
White House was considering 
making public the section where 
the word appeared. 


Asked about the Judiciary 


Committee's request for an 
answer to its letter seeking 
material for its investigation of 
the ITT antitrust case and 
political contributions from the 
dairy industry, Buzhardt said 
"we are clearly leaving the door 
open." 


But he wouldn't say what the 


response, expected to go to the 
panel on Monday, would be. 


The Judiciary Committee has 


scheduled its next closed 
meeting for Tuesday. 


The detailed, 
chronological 


presentation of evidence has not 
yet reached March 21,1973, the 
date of a crucial conversation 
between Nixon and his former 
counsel, John Dean, about the 
payment of hush money to the 
Watergate defendants. 


The committee's attitude also 


could be affected by Nixon's 
response to a subpoena ordering 
him to deliver 11 more 
Watergate tapes by next 
Wednesday. 


But on the basis of four long 


cram sessions, during which they 
have digested more than 100 
"statements of factual infor- 
mation'' gathered by the com- 
mittee staff and listened to three 
tapes, most members are still 
waiting to see where the 
evidence is going to lead. 


In related developments: 
—Richard L. Allison, former 


president of a Pennsylvania 
Dairy cooperative, Lehigh Valley 
Cooperative Farmers of Allen- 
town, Pa., pleaded guilty in U.S. 
district court to consenting to an 
illegal $50,000 corporate con- 
tribution to President Nixon's 
1972 re-election campaign. The 
judge suspended a $1,000 fine 
and placed Allison on a month's 
unsupervised probation. 


—President Nixon has given 


Maurice H. Stans permission to 
disclose the advice he offered 
Nixon about four candidates for 
ambassadorships, who also were 
substantial donors to Nixon's 
1972 campaign. The disclosure 
came in a court hearing on sub- 
poenas from the special 
prosecutor's office to obtain 
papers from the files of the 
finance committee for Nixon's 
re-election campaign. Stans, 
former secretary of commerce, 
once headed the finance com- 
mittee.

Judge Dismisses 
Gurney Indictment 


Tallahassee, Fla. (AP) — 


County Judge Charles McClure 
dismissed Friday a mis- 
demeanor indictment which 
charged Sen. Edward J. Gurney 
R-Fla.. with violating a state 
election law on campaign con- 
tributions. 


McClure tossed out as "fatally 


defective" the one-count indict- 
ment against Gurney, a member 
of the Senate Watergate Com- 
mittee. The judge declared the 
law under which Gurney was in- 
dicted unconstitutional, and 
criticized as improper and illegal 
advice which was given to the 
grand jury by a Democratic state 
representative who asked for the 
grand jury probe. 


Vice President May Get New Digs

The Senate has voted to provide this 81-year-old mansion 


as the permanent home of future vice presidents. The house, 
located on the grounds of the Naval Observatory in a 
fashionable section of northwest Washington, D.C., was built 
in 1893 as the home for the observatory superintendent, but 


for the past 40 years, it has been the official residence of the 
chief of naval operations. The legislation was passed by the 
Senate over objections to its cost to taxpayers and sent to the 
House. 


Israeli Jets Continue Reprisal Raids 


Panel Cuts $1.3 Billion From Arms Request 


Washington (AP) - The 


Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee Friday approved a $21.8 
billion military procurement 
authorization bill, trimming $1.3 
billion from Pentagon requests. 


The committee reversed an in- 


itial recommendation by its 
research and development sub- 


committee, approving $77 
million for three programs to 
improve the power and accuracy 
of strategic missiles. 


A two per cent cut in military 


manpower was voted for each of 
the services, with instructions 
that the reduction of 49,000 from 
the force of 2,152,100 planned by 


June 30,1975, be taken from sup- 
port units, rather than combat 
forces. 


A four per cent cut in the 


planned year-end civilian 
employment today of 1.024,300 
in the Defense Department was 
recommended. 


Chairman John C. Stennis. D- 


Miss., said normal attrition of 


215,000 a year would more than 
cover the reduction. 


The committee staff estimated 


that the military and civilian per- 
sonnel cut, despite an offsetting 
increase of two per cent in 
reserve forces, would save $1 
billion or more a year when fully 
effective.

Israeli jets raided southern Lebanon 


again Friday, barely 24 hours after 
reprisal raids that hit Palestinian refugee 
camps and Lebanese apartment houses 
left scores of persons killed and hundreds 
wounded or missing, 
Lebanese 


authorities said. 


The new Israeli targets were six small 


Lebanese villages in the hilly southern 
Arkoub region, an area near the Israeli 
border known as Fatahland. 


The latest Lebanese casualty count 


from Thursday's raids listed 48 killed, 174 
wounded and 20 missing, probably buried 
under the rubble of their homes. 


The government said a total of 134 


houses were totally demolished, 10 were 
damaged and many shacks were razed by 
fire. 


Syria said its planes engaged the Israeli 


jets and shot one down, but Israel denied 
there were any dogfights and said all its 
planes returned safely after 30 minutes. 
Witnesses said the planes traded bursts of 
air-to-air missiles but no hits were seen. 


As the jets swirled high over the 


western slopes of Mt. Hermon, Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger was con- 
tinuing talks in Jerusalem prior to flying 
to Damascus on Saturday. 


He said he would fly back to Israel 


Saturday night with Syria's response to 
Israel's latest disengagement offer. He 
evidently was hopeful of a breakthrough 
in the deadlocked negotiations for a troop 
disengagement. 


Israel said its planes had attacked 


"terrorist objectives," and the military 
command said two of the targets hit on 
Thursday were involved in planning the 
attack at Maalot on Wednesday in which 
21 Israeli schoolchildren were killed. 


Lebanese rescue crews continued 


searching for victims in the rubble of 
Thursday's massive Israeli air raids. Of- 
ficials were still counting the casualties.

Washington — The perfor- 


mance of the U.S. economy was 
a little worse in the first quarter 
of this year than had been es- 
timated earlier, with inflation 
greater and the decline in total 
output deeper, the Commerce 
Department reported Friday. 


At the same time the depart- 


ment reported that corporate 
pre-tax profits, swollen by the 
special impact of inflation on in- 
ventories and by the large jump 
in oil industry earnings, rose by 
?12.7 billion or 10% in the first 
quarter, to $140.1 billion. 


Revised figures for the gross 


national product, or total output 
of goods and servies. showed 
that inflation, as measured by 
the price index for the GNP 
known as the "deflator," was at 
an annual rate of 11.5% in the 
first quarter, up from 10.8% as 
estimated a month ago. 


At the same time, the decline 


in "real" output was at a rate of 
6.3%, compared with the 5.8% 
rate estimated earlier. The 
decline was the worst since 1958. 


The revisions, however, did 


not significantly change the 
"portrait" of the economy 
already known for the first 
quarter. Meanwhile, figures for 
April, the first month of the new 
quarter, may indicate some im- 
provement. 


Industrial production and 


housing starts both turned up- 
ward. The wholesale price index, 
while showing about as much in- 
flation as before in industrial 
products, rose over-all by the 
smallest amount in six months 
because of a sizeable drop of 
prices in the agricultural sector. 


The President's Council of 


Economic Advisers reiterated 
last week to the Joint Economic 
Committee of Congress its 
forecast that for the year as a 
whole the real GNP would grow 


by about 1%, with a flattening in 
the current quarter and growth 
at a rate of 3 to 4% in the second 
half. The council indicated that 
its earlier forecast of inflation 
for the year had been revised 
slightly upward based on 
developments in the first 
quarter. 


The current dollar value of the 


GNP in the first quarter was 


hardly changed in Friday's revi- 
sion, and the small change was 
upward. It is now put at a rate of 
$1.3522 billion, compared with 
the earlier estimate of $1,351.8 
billion 
What happened, in 


effect, was that later figures 
showed inflation to be more than 
originally estimated and, by a 
process of subtraction, real GNP 
therefore came out lower.

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New Marijuana Defense Fails

A new marijuana defense used 


for the first time in Nebraska in 
a case tried this week before a 
Lancaster District Court jury ap- 
parently did not convince the 
jury but will be tested in the 
Supreme Court and possibly 
result in a change in Nebraska 
law. 


After less than an hour's 


deliberation, the Lancaster 
District Court jury returned a 
guilty verdict against Robert 
Claire on two felony counts of 
delivering marijuana. 


Attorneys from the public 


defender's office, who 
represented Claire, promised an 


appeal to the Supreme Court, 
and Deputy County Attorney 
Robert Gibson said at the con- 
clusion of arguments in the case 
that regardless of the verdict the 
defense is likely to be raised 
again and suggested that the 
next session of the Legislature 
should consider an amendment 
to present law. 


Chief Deputy Public Defender 


Richard Goos and Deputy Public 
Defender Dennis Keefe argued 
the case on the basis that 
Nebraska's law specifically cites 
only one species of cannabis 
(marijuana) — Saliva L., while 
some experts in the field of 
botany contend there are at least 
three known species. 


Pointing to evidence 


presented by Robert Albert, 
botanical taxonomlit at the 
University of Nebraska, Keefe 
noted in closing argunwnti that 
there is no way to determine 
which species of cannabis the 
plant material allegedly 
delivered by the defendant Is. 


Albert testified that from his 


readings and study there are two 
other species — Indica and 
Ruderalis, and without the ac- 
tual plant it is impossible to dis- 
tinguish between those and 
Saliva L. 


Keefe said that the law 


prohibits possession and delivery 
of Saliva L but says nothing 
about the other two species. 
Evidence showed no proof that 
the plant material was actually 


Saliva L., he added. 


However, Gibson said, other 


experts in the botany field can- 
tend that cannabis is inonothetic 
and therefore Sativa L. is the 
only true species and other 
forms are varieties. 


He said that all forms of can- 


nabis contain tetrahydrocan- 
nabimol which is the reason for 
having a law prohibiting can- 
nabis use and delivery. 


Gibson said he felt that revi- 


sion of the law should be con- 
sidered to eliminate the 
problem, raised in the new 
defense which has resulted in 
one acquittal and four convic- 
tions in other stales. 


City Officials Told Forecast Gloomy

St. Paul, Minn. - Although it 


didn't come as any news to some 
50 local legislators attending a 
conference here, a Washington 
economisl painted a gloomy 
economic picture for the resl of 
the year. 


John Stark, execulive direclor 


of the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee, said Friday, "The 
prognosis is not good for 1974." 


Stark, addressing the second 


annual Conference of Local 
Legislators, said the nation will 
see continued inflation, 
minimum growth and rising un- 
employment. 


For the nation's cities that 


means sadder budgets, without a 
corresponding increase in 
revenues. 


Faced with this prospect, 


Charles Henry, city manager of 
University City, Mo., said local 
council members have several 
choices. Henry said cities can 
either cut back services, or con- 
sider raising taxes. 


The former mayor of 


Minneapolis, Arthur Nastalin, 
urged local legislators to rise 
above the immediate problems 
plaguing the nation's cities. 


'Lead and Educate' 


"You musl be willing to lead 


and to educate," he told 
representatives of about 20 cities 
and delegates from several 
foreign countries. Five Lincoln 
council members are par- 
ticipating in the two-day con- 
ference sponsored by Johns 
Hopkins University. 


Nastalin called for reform of 


the local governing structure. He 
suggested there no longer is a 
need to have an adversary 
relationship between the 
mayoral and legislative 
branches. 


"What the citizens want is a 


responsive group to come into 
power and work for the 
programs they want," he said. 


Julius Edelstein, dean for ur- 


ban policy at the City University 
of New York, called for reforms 
in council procedures. 


Such reforms include opening 


all council meetings to the 


public, reducing the number of 
committees and their sizes and 
keeping complete transcripts of 
all deliberations. 


Dr. Jack Fisher, director of 


Johns Hopkins Center for 
Metropolitan Planning and 
Research, maintained that coun- 
cils end up rubber-stamping 
decisions made by somebody 
else. But Fisher sees a change in 
that. 


Changes Coming 


Changes are coming about 


through increasing citizen par- 
ticipation and revenue sharing, 
he said. 


While several speakers lauded 


revenue sharing as one way to 
give councilmen more control 
over local programs, a Baltimore 
councilman, Wally Orlinsky, 
pointed out revenue sharing will 
have an undesirable side effect.

Running your body with 


hypertension is like driving a car 
with the brakes on. 


That's what Dr. Robert Eliot 


told some 100 people gathered 
here Friday for the 10th annual 
Nebraska Heart Assn. meeting. 


Continuing the analogy, Dr. 


Eliot warned that none of the 
built-in gauges is designed to tell 
you something's wrong until 
you've blown your engine or 
broken one of your fuel lines. 


A "silent disease, a silent 


killer" is how the director of the 
division of cardiovascular 
medicine at the University of 
Nebraska Medical Center in 
Omaha describes high blood 
pressure. 


Dr. Eliot noted that one in 


four white adults and one in 
three black adults is afflicted 
wilh hypertension. 


"It's a lion in our streets with 


no roar," he said of the disease 
that affects some 180,000 
Nebraskans. 


Basing his estimates on 


national statistics, Dr. Eliot said 
that about half (90,000) know 
they have high blood pressure 
and of those probably half again 
(45,000) have seen a doctor about 
it. Of these, he estimated, about 
22,500 are being treated, but only 
11,250 are probably on the right 
treatment for what they've got. 


And then there's the problem 


of motivating patients to stay on 
the right treatment, he added. 


Many are unaware of the risks 
and will stop medication due to 
the expense and side effects of 
the drugs, the absence of symp- 
toms and inadequate follow-up, 
he said. 


But on-going treatments are 


needed, he said) explaining that 
how a patient feels is no indica- 
tion of whether his blood 
pressure is still high. 


To detect hypertension, blood 


pressure readings should be 
routine in all physicians' offices, 
advised Dr. Eliot. 


Community screening 


programs, he added, must be in 
concert with what the physicians 
in the community can handle or 
else they will be meaningless. 


Dr. Eliot said 23 million 


Americans may suffer from high 
blood pressure because of the 
unpredictability and com- 
plications of our society, such as 
the loss of tradition and the in- 
creased conflict with each other.

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Penal Complex Fire Traps 


A state fire marshal's report issued 


Thursday lends credible support to efforts 
to obtain new facilities at the Nebraska 
Penal Complex. The efforts to secure the 
brick-and-mortar part of the penal reform 
plan have been frustrated for two 
successive legislative sessions, but the 
report should dispel any lingering doubts 
which may exist over the urgent need for 
new facilities. 


Sen. Roland Luedtke of Lincoln, the 


Judiciary Committee chairman who has 
led the fight for construction money for the 
penal complex, had requested inspections 
of the State Penitentiary and the Men's 
Reformatory in Lincoln. Luedtke has in- 
dicated he hopes the safety and health in- 
spections he asked for will force the penal 
complex issue to a head. From the looks of 
the report from the state fire marshal, any 
future decision other than to go ahead with 
the new construction would be absurd. 


According to the inspection results, the 


best that can be said of any of the ancient 
structures inspected at either facility is that 
the walls of the penitentiary's cell blocks 
are in no danger of falling at present. The 
same cannot be said for the dormitory and 
administration building at the reformatory. 
The report concluded that overall, because 


of structural and fire safety problems, in- 
mate housing and administration buildings 
at both the penitentiary and the refor- 
matory should be replaced. 


The buildings, simply put, are fire 


traps. 


State Fire Marshal Joe Pluta outlined 


numerous structural, wiring and 
mechanical improvements which will have 
to be made or be in progress at both units 
by Sept. 1. Pluta said he would have no 
choice but to close certain buildings at both 
the penitentiary and the reformatory if the 
improvements are not made. 


And what if they are made? The state 


would then house inmates and staff in 
buildings which temporarily might be 
marginally safe from the fire hazard stand- 
point. But it would be faced with more 
frequent and expensive improvements of 
steadily deteriorating buildings. And the 
prospect of a major disaster can't be 
overlooked. 


The improvements cited by Pluta should 


be seen only as a stop-gap measure. The 
Legislature and the governor will have to 
stop using the penal reform construction 
package as a political football. A lack of af- 
firmative action on new facilities during 
the next session would be conscienceless. 


Many Voters Turned Off 


The results of the state primary elec- 


tion last Tuesday did not conclusively il- 
lustrate the mood of Nebraska voters in 
this post-Watergate period. 


The results did indicate that at the 


state and local levels, at least, incumbency 
is not necessarily a fatal disease. Gov. Exon 
blitzed a little-known primary opponent. 
Lancaster County officeholders in con- 
tested races were successful. And incum- 
bent state senators up for re-election ran 
like champions. 


But many incumbent candidates for 


local, state or congressional seats en- 
countered no primary opposition. The 
November election will provide a more 
stem test for some and the first test for

others of voter attitudes toward en- 
trenched officeholders. 


It would be fairly safe to predict that 


on the basis of the primary, incumbency 
will not be as important to the election out- 
come as the issues, which is as it should be. 
But there is a danger signal flashing for in- 
cumbent candidates who want to heed it. 


The turnout for the state primary 


failed to meet pre-election estimates by 
100,000 voters. Many Nebraska voters are 
clearly turned off by politics this year. If 
those turned-off voters somehow manage 
to drag themselves to the polls in 
November in large numbers, their negative 
attitudes could spell trouble for in- 
cumbents. 


NATO Cracking At Seams 


WASHINGTON - 
While 


Henry Kissinger, the crisis doc- 
tor, flies from bedside to bedside 
with his imperturbable bedside 
manner, the Atlantic alliance is 
cracking at the seams. The 
cracks are most ominous in the 
eastern flank of NATO next door 
to the Middle East where 
Kissinger is struggling to get at 
least a temporary peace. 


In the copybooks of the 


military commanders, Greece is 
the vital pivot of NATO. Yet un- 
der a shaky military dic- 
tatorship, the result of a second 
coup since the king and 
parliamentary government were 
overthrown, the Greek armed 
forces are riddled with corrup- 
tion and time-serving favoritism. 


The likelihood is for still 


another coup as the present dic- 
tator. Brig Gen. Demetrios 
loannidis, proves his impotence 
despite jailing, torturing and 
exiling hundreds on the slightest 
suspicion of opposition. 


The peril is that the next up- 


heaval, which could come as ear- 
ly as the end of May, may mean 
the death of hundreds in the 
streets of Athens.

The other day, a leading Greek 


parliamentarian, 
John G. 


Zighdis, only recently released 
from jail in Athens, testified 
before a House subcommittee 
about how the armed forces 
have been gravely weakened by 
removal of virtually all senior of- 
ficers for political reasons This 
confirms American intelligence 
sources convinced the Greek 
army could not fight its way out 
of a paper bag. 


After Zighdis' testimony, Gen. 


Andrew J. Goodpaster, supreme 
commander of allied forces in 
Europe, gave an interview 
saying everything was dandy in 
Greece and NATO was confident 
of the strength of the Greek 
pivot.

They Had A Dream 


Miffiin W. Gibbs was elected a municipal 


judge in the middle of the Deep South. He was 
elected to the town council of a Canadian city. 
He was appointed to federal posts by five 
different presidents, and wound up his varied 
career as U.S. consul to Madagascar. 


Through hard work, Gibbs fulfilled his 


destiny in myriad ways and in diverse places. He 
was a lawyer, judge, builder, businessman, 
merchant, politician and fighter for racial 
equality. 


Born in 1823, Gibbs was the son of a 


Philadelphia minister who died when Gibbs was 
eight years old. To help the family, the youth 
was "put out to hold and drive a doctor's horse" 
for S3 a month, and he worked at similar menial 
jobs until he was 16. 


At that point in his life, Gibbs was per- 


suaded by his mother to take up a trade. He ap- 
prenticed himself to a carpenter and before long 
entered business for himself as a builder.

Around that time, Philadelphia was a 


center of the abolitionist movement and Gibbs 
became associated with some of leading ad- 
vocates of racial equality — men such as 
Frederick Douglass. 


He joined a literary society, hoping to im- 


prove his education, became an active worker in 
the underground railroad over which slaves 
were helped to escape from the South — and in 
1849 joined Douglass on an abolitionist lecture- 
tour in New York, Ohio and Pennsylvania. 


Then gold was discovered in California and 


Gibbs moved West 


Arriving broke in San Francisco in 1850. 


Gibbs worked briefly as a carpenter and 
bootblack but saved his money and soon had 
enough to open a clothing store. He abandoned 
that in 1852 to open Lester & Gibbs, a fine men's 
Bootery. 


Gibbs became * successful merchant and * 


leader in California's Negro community. He 
fought discriminatory laws in the state and 
helped found tbe first Negro newspaper in 
California, Tbe Miner of tbe limes.

In 1858, a new gold strike in British Colum- 


bia lured Gibbs north. He settled in the city of 
Victoria on Vancouver Island, opened another 
store and invested in real estate. 


In 1886, he was elected to Victoria's Com- 


mon Council. He began reading law under an 
English Barrister. When deposits of an* 


thracite coal were found on a nearby island, 
Gibbs invested in a mining company and helped 
develop the strike. He built a railroad to move 
the coal from the mine to an island harbor. 
Then he became mine superintendent

Gibbs returned to the United States and in 


1870 studied law at Oberlin College. Moving 
to Little Roc& Ark, he was admitted to the bar 
and a year later became Pulasto County at- 
torney. In 1873, he was elected city judge. 


A Republican, be took an active role in par- 


ty affairs as secretary of tbe party's state 
executive committee and as a delegate to 
Republican national conventions. 


Rntnerford B. Hayes, elected president in 


1876, appointed Gibbs register of the U.S. Land 
Office in little Rock. He was reappointed by 
Presidents Jama A. GarfleM and Chester A. 
Arthur. President Benjamin Harrison appointed 
tern receiver of pnbik moneys. 


In 18S7, President Wiffiam McKinley ap- 


pointed Gibbs consul to Madagascar, a post be 
filled until 1901. Gibbs died in 1918 at tbe age of

The association can use its abundant legal talents to assuage

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Victim's Apology To Another

The reaction of some Lincolnites to the pending arrival of 


Native Americans may have surprised the mayor, but it came as 
no surprise to me, at all. 


It is even more interesting to read of the reactions of some 


of the groups that have formed who are opposed to the city's 
attempts to provide housing for these individuals. Particularly 
the group which said "there was nothing racial" about its op- 
position. 


Another group expressed concern about the ability of the 


police to get to the Air Park area in order to quell any distur- 
bances. As a black woman, let me assure them that this should 
be the least of their concerns. Historically, any disturbance in- 
volving minorities gets the prompt and undivided attention of 
peace officers. 


And to the Native Americans themselves, let me say that 


this "warm" reception is not one especially designed for them. 
If they were black, worked every day in a responsible position, 
had a good rental record, and could provjde excellent 
references, housing would still be difficult to find. Real estate 
companies know to steer you to the right places, so it is only 
when you go it alone that you find out what bigotry and racism 
are all about. 


First, one scans the want ads for a place within his means, 


on the bus-line and close to work. A call is made to the landlord 
who assures you that the place is vacant and sets up an appoint- 
ment. The first sign something is amiss is when you drive up and 
see neighbors peeking from behind curtains. Better yet, some 
will come out and stand on their porches. The landlord opens 
the doors, sees your black face, turns red and starts the story. 
For the first-timers, it is usually something about the spouse 
rented it earlier without their knowledge, or one of their 
relatives just came into town and needs a place to stay. The only 
giveaway is when they start to tell you about the colored fellow 
they knew during the war or the one family who lives in their 
town. I call this their guilt reaction. 


The old-timers react differently. As soon as the black face 


appears, they peek out and say, "Just rented." These are the 
same people who threaten eviction of any of their white tenants 
who have black visitors. 


So I say, please excuse our behavior. We are just a little 


behind the times. The Fair Housing Act and the Civil Rights Act 
have not been widely publicized here, so maybe we can get by 
pleading ignorance of the law. And I do say "we" because 
although I am black and have been a victim, I am a citizen of 
Lincoln and the actions of other Lincolnites reflect upon me.

For Predator Control

The farm organizations af- 


filiated with the Nebraska 
Agricultural Council were asked 
Friday to decide whether they 
wanted to support a statewide 
effort to control predators under 
the Federal Bureau of Wildlife 
and Fisheries or continue to sup- 
port the fragmented program 
which operates in 26 of 
Nebraska's 93 counties. 


Glenn Kreuscher, state direc- 


tor of agriculture, told delegates 
to the council's monthly meeting 
that a statewide program would 
cost about $165,000 in state 
funds, compared to $45,000 in 
state'funds and about $30,000 in 
county funds plus federal funds 
at the present time. 


The current program has had 


problems with predators from 
uncontrolled areas that move 
into the counties that do have 
control. 


Apparently the legislation 


already on the state lawbooks 
would permit the change if ad- 
ditional state funds were 
available. 


Robert Kelley of the Depart- 


ment of Interior told the group 
any animal or bird can become a 
pest. 


"A moose can wreck a 


haystack, a flock of wild geese 
can destroy a grain field or a 
coyote can kill calves and lambs 
but not all animals are 
predators. A professional can 
remove the offending animal or 
animals and end the problem at 
least temporarily," he said. 


Kelley warned the farm 


groups that if they intended to 
work for a statewide program 
they would face a lot of opposi- 
tion from people who don't un- 
derstand the program or how it 
works.

For Better Than 50 Years 


Nebraska has gained a notch 


in average salaries paid 
classroom teachers but is still 
$1,500 below the national 
average, the Nebraska State 
Education Association reports. 


The state still leads the na- 


tion, as it has for several years, 
in the number of operating 
school districts. 


There are 1,224 districts in 


Nebraska. 


NSEA's research office said in 


a report that the national av- 
erage salary paid classroom 
teachers for 1973-74 was $10,673. 


Nebraska ranked 33rd with 


$9,174. 


It ranked 34th the previous 


year. 


There has been some salary 


improvement during the past 
few years, the study said. 


Nebraska ranks seventh in per- 


cent increase in instructional 
salaries from 1963-64 to 1972-73, 
at 95.8 per cent. 


The NSEA report showed the 


state ranked fifth for the 1973-74 
school year in the estimated 
percentage of revenue for public 
schools from local government 
sources. 


The figure was 71.3 per cent 


while the national average was 
49.5 per cent. 


The state ranked 48th in per- 


cent of revenue for schools from 
state government sources, 20.8 
per cent compared to the 
national average of state aid at 
43 per cent. 


A new state law, which may 


face a referendum vote if a pe- 
tition drive succeeds, would 
raise state aid to education to 50 
per cent in about two years. 


Weeping Water (AP) — Fiddlin' around comes 


naturally when the "Old Time Music Makers" get 
together — many of them have been doing it for 
more than half a century. 


Founded four years ago by Harry Neumeister, 


81, Avoca, the group consists of "anybody who 
wants to" entertain twice monthly at the Weeping 
Water American Legion Hall. 


Entertaining isn't new to Neumeister, who has 


played the fiddle since he was 16. Although he's 
never had a lesson, the former farmer "played all 
over the country when I was younger."

"busted" pioneers for his present fiddle. 


Kinton and his first wife played together "for 


seven or eight years. When somebody wanted to 
have a dance they'd take up the rug and call the 
neighbors. You don't hear of that any more." 


A self-taught musician who claims he "couldn't 


read a note to save my soul," Kinton gave up the 
violin for 54 years after his wife's death. 


Del Pruitt, 79, Omaha, played at dances for 60 


years with the violin, mandolin, banjo, har- 
monica and accordian. 


"I wore out two accordians before I could play 


the fiddle," the former carpenter said. 


Pruitt also says that while he "never took a 


lesson in my life," he can play "in any key." 


The entertainment becomes a family affair 


when the group is joined by the elder Neumeis- 
ter's son, Karl, on guitar and daughter-in-law lola 
Neumeister at the piano. 


Mr. and Mrs. Walter Halm of Syracuse add 


another guitar-piano duo to he group, which 
sometimes includes as many as 16 musicians from 
throughout the state.

The club's survey of 40 


Nebraska stations pegged the 
average gas price at 55.8 cents a 
gallon for regular, and 59.9 cents 
a gallon for premium. 


Two discount stations in Lin- 


coln contacted by the Star in- 
dicated their prices had been un- 
changed for more than a month. 


The Crest station at 1545 


Cornhusker Highway set its 
prices at 52.9 for regular and 55 9 
for premium. A Save-A-More 
Service Station at 3100 South 
charges 51.9 for regular and 54.9 
for premium, an attendant said. 


Of the larger stations con- 


tacted, three said they had 
raised prices 2 or 3 cents a gallon 
during May. 


Of two Phillips 66 stations, a 


Texaco station, a Conoco station 
and a Standard station, gas 
prices were 55 4, 56.1, 54.9, 54.9 
and 58 9 cents a gallon for 
regular; and 58.4, 59.1, 58.9, 58.9 
and 62 9 cents a gallon for 
premium. 


The club's report also said 


two-thirds of the stations con- 
tacted plan to be open May 27, 
Memorial Dav.

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Want To Save Money On Food? 
Heed The Advice Of An Expert 


Who Practices What She Preaches

When Mrs. James H. Kerrey does her weekly 


grocery shopping she plans — really plans. 


And, as the mother of seven, she has had much 


experience at meal planning, grocery shopping and 
cooking. 


Though her family now is grown, she regularly 


feeds four mouths. Two sons still live at home. 


. And she not only lives wise, economical food 


purchasing; she teaches it. The University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln assistant professor of food and 
nutrition teaches perhaps "the most practical" 
food course offered, one focusing on food prepara- 
•tion. 


However, her status as a career woman has not 


caused her expert buying habits to be diminished in 
any way. 


Each Wednesday she pores over the grocery 


ads printed in the paper, with a particular eye out 
for advertised specials which, "as a rule ... are 
pretty good buys." 


But she refrains from buying foods simply 


because they are advertised at reduced prices; 
rather, she purchases only those she needs and can 
use, always considering "what the family likes." 


"Two or three meals a week are planned 


around the specials," she observed. 


• . However, Mrs. Kerrey doesn't go out of her 
way for specials because shopping at a variety of 
stores with which she is unfamiliar often results in 
spending needless time hunting down the adver- 
tised specials, she said. That not only is time- 
consuming, but gas consuming. 


As a result, she shops reguarly at two super- 


markets close to the family home. 


One is a retail grocery where she shops at least 


weekly for advertised specials, produce, meats and 
other perishables. 


The other, to which she makes semi-monthly 


excursions, is a wholesale outlet where Mrs. Kerrey 
invests in canned goods and other necessities. "The 
first time in the month I get cleaning items, soaps, 
bleach and canned goods," she said. The second 
trip is reserved for getting what I am running low 
on." 


And Mrs. Kerrey also is a regular customer at a 


nearby bread thrift store, where the prices are 
"usually a third or more less." She said she picks 
up several loaves a week and freezes what is not 
used immediately. 


Meandering through the aisles at the two 


grocery centers, Mrs. Kerrey revealed additional 
rules she lives by when planning the shopping 
excursion and actually selecting the food. 


"You can't assume anything," she said, in- 


dicating that she always keeps a watchful eye out 
when shopping. 


"I usually do comparison shopping," she 


added. That includes figuring the cost per pound or 
ounce of varying sizes of containers. 


"We go through two three-pound (cans) of 


coffee each month," Mrs. Kerrey noted. "The last 
time I shopped, I found that three pounds were 
more expensive per pound than two-pounds." 


She also is alert to the number of ounces of 


meat contined in weiner packages. Some are 
marked 12 ounces, some 16, although the 
difference is not readily discernible. 


And, often, the price per case of canned goods 


is no less expensive than buying the individual 
items, she pointed out. 


"Canned and frozen foods compete pricewise 


with fresh" and are even cheaper when the 
produce is not in season, Mrs. Kerrey added. 


"I usually buy the house brand if there is a 


price advantage, " she said. But she first purchases 
a smaller quantity to allow the family to pass judg- 
ment on that brand. 


The homemaker and home economist buys 


house brand dairy products, as well, but is always 
careful to purchase that container bearing the 
latest date, thus ensuring longer freshness and 
quality. 


And she attempts to avoid buying more 


perishables than she can use. "I hate to throw food 
away. 


"Some meats that take longer (to prepare) are 


just as expensive as those prepared rapidly," she 
observed, citing the less expensive price tag, per 


pound, on frying chickens as opposed to stewing 
hens. 


And she always shop* with a list, although "I 


don't stay by it, but usually add to it." As the tape 
total on her groceries was rung up, she looked at 
the collection of foods and then at her list. "I 
always figure that, if I don't get more than twice 
the number of items on my list, I'm doing okay," 
she laughed. 


The additional items she purchases are not 


reflective of impulse-buying, just an addition of 
needed foods. 


"I'm careful about impulse-buying," Mrs 


Kerrey said. Thus, she avoids shopping when 
hungry, deferring her grocery buying to the after- 
meal hours, because "it's more economical that 
way" and eliminates the temptation to buy un- 
necessary items, or snack foods that are often low 
in nutritional quality. 


The foods and nutrition specialist has devised 


several shortcuts in the kitchen that not only save 
time but add economy to her food preparation. 


When tomatoes are out of season or she 


doesn't have any on hand, she avoids an emergency 
trip to the grocery by using canned tomato wedges. 


She makes good use of leftovers. She saves any 


leftover meat and freezes it; later she combines the 
meat with a cream soup and frozen vegetables for a 
quick casserole meal. 


And, when a recipe calls for cheese, she simply 


substitutes prepared cheddar cheese soup, 
eliminating time and mess in her kitchen.

Family Food Bills Vary 


Stretching the food dollar is a challenge, par- 


ticularly in this age of rising prices and accom- 
panying shortages. 


How much should the average family spend on 


food? That question is being asked more and more 
by homemakers watching their food purchasing

power dwindling. 


There is no dollar-and-cents answer to the 


complex question of food costs, but the "Family 
Economic Review," prepared by the Consumer 
and Food Economics Institute, Agriculture 
Research Service, U.S. Department of 
Agriculture, has come up with a generalized for- 
mula for three basic food plans, iow, moderate and 
liberal. 


In the North Central Region, the weekly food 


bill for a family of two adults, ages 20 to 35, is es- 
timated at $24.50 for the low-cost plan; $30.10, 
moderate plan; and $36.50, liberal. Two adults, 55 
to 75 years of age, spend $20.10 low-cost plan; 
$25.10, moderate plan; and $29.70, liberal plan, per 
week. 


The family of four with preschoolers spends an 


estimated $35.60 on the low-cost plan; $43.40, 
moderate; and $52.60, liberal, at the grocery store 
each week. 


With schoolage children present, the average 


family of four has a weekly food bill totaling $41.20, 
$50.70 and $61.90, respectively, in the three food 
plans. 


The figures are based on the cost of food in 


January, 1974. 


According to Sharron Coplin of the Lancaster 


County Extension Office, the three food plans 
differ according to the variety of foods used. In the 
low-cost plan, less variety is employed in achieving 
the necessary nutrients. More variety of foods is 
found in the liberal plan. 


A low-cost meal probably includes either 


smaller or fewer servings, more dried ingredients, 
peanut butter and breads and more home-prepared 
foods, rather than ready-to-eat and convenience 
foods.

He went on to say he's done

"I 
expect the stock market to go up 
hi the next year or two. Even 
today my stocks are worth more 
than if I'd kept my money in 
savings accounts, and I've had a 
lot more fun." 


Does he recommend that 


other retirees play this game? "I 
certainly do," he concluded, 
"provided they've got a little 
extra cash and don't dip into 
money needed for fixed 
expenses. I guess I've gotten 
more pleasure from the stock 
market than anything else I've 
tried in retirement."

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Carpenter's Leaving 
Will Benefit Mahoney 


By DON WALTON 
Star Staff Writer 


Sen. Eugene Mahoney of Omaha, a 13-year 


legislative veteran, will automatically rise to one 
of the Unicameral's positions of power with the 
resignation of his close friend and political 
colleague, Terry Carpenter. 


Carpenter's departure from the legislative 


scene on June 1 will make Mahoney the chairman 
of the Legislative Council's executive board. 


And, if Carpenter could have his way, 


Mahoney would go a lot farther than that. 


"If the governor doesn't run for the U.S. 


Senate in 1976, then Mahoney is the logical 
Democratic candidate, as far as I'm concerned," 
Carpenter said Friday. 


"Of course, he couldn't beat Exon for the 


nomination. Nobody could. But he ought to be 
the candidate if Exon isn't." 


In some respects, Mahoney is the more 


logical candidate, Carpenter said. 


It is Sen. Roman Hruska's seat which is up 


for grabs in 1976, and that seat has traditionally 
belonged to Omaha while the seat held by Carl 
Curtis has been claimed by outstate Nebraska, 
Carpenter noted. 


Whether Exon, a Lincolnite, could crack that 


tradition is open for debate, he said. 


Mahoney, 46, is now vice chairman of the 


executive board, a committee of nine senators 
which directs legislative operations when law- 
makers are not in session — and, sometimes, 
when they are. 


The board has assumed ever greater control 


over legislative affairs during the past several 
years, particularly under Carpenter's, guidance as 


chairman. 


During sessions, it assigns bills to committees 


for bearings and conducts inquiries on its own. 


Carpenter's decision to abandon his 


legislative post, effective June 1 — a decision un- 
altered by Exon's suggestion that he reconsider 
resignation prior to the conclusion of his term — 
will move Mahoney up one notch into the chair- 
manship. 


The chairmanship is one of three legislative 


leadership positions. 


Both of the other two designated leaders, 


Speaker Richard Proud of Omaha and Committee 
on Committees Chairman Ramey Whitney of 
Chappell, are leaving the Legislature at the end of 
the year. 


The 1975 Legislature will name new leaders 


on its first day in session. 


And Mahoney should be in ideal position to 


seek election to continue as chairman of the 
executive board for the following two years. 


Maboney was first appointed to the 


Legislature in 1961. Then a Republican, he was 
named to a vacancy by Acting Governor Dwight 
Burney when Gov. Frank Morrison was out of the 
state. 


Mahoney switched his party registration to 


Democratic in 1969. 


An administrative assistant to former 


Republican Congressman Glenn Cunningham, he 
has been involved in recent Democratic cam- 
paigns, including Sen. Jules Burbach's 1966 
gubernatorial effort and Carpenter's 1972 Senate 
bid. 


Mahoney is considered a close ally of Exon, 


and often rose to defend him during debate in the 
1974 Legislature. 


Exon's Choice Is Davey 


Gov. J. James Exon said 


Friday he will appoint Charles 
Davey of Scottsbluff to fill out 
the unexpired term of Sen. Terry 
Carpenter if Carpenter insists on 
resigning from toe Legislature. 


In a letter to Carpenter 


released Friday, Exon offered 
Carpenter a chance to withdraw 
his resignation which he 
received Thursday. 


However, Carpenter reported- 


ly has no intention of changing 
his mind following his defeat at 
the polls Tuesday for the 


Democratic nomination for 
lieutenant governor. 


Exon wrote: "I am not accep- 


ting this resignation immediate- 
ly. I know and can appreciate 
your frustration and disappoint- 
ment ... However, I felt your 
(resignation)... may have been 
a hasty decision that you might 
wish to reconsider. I want to 
give you that opportunity. 


"... There is no valid reason 


for you not to serve out the 
remainder of your term... 
Please advise me by May 24, 


State Demos Admit 
Campaign Violation 


The State Democratic Party 


acknowledged Friday that a 1972 
contribution by an Omaha in- 
vestment firm violated the 
federal campaign statutes, but 
that steps had been taken to cor- 
rect the situation. 


Judy Backhaus, the party's 


assistant treasurer, commented 
in Lincoln after Comptroller 
General Elmer B. Staats said in 
Washington that an "apparent 
violation" of federal law oc- 
curred with the $500 contribu- 
tion. 


In Omaha, Charles Heider, 


president of Chiles Heider Co., 
Inc., told UPI the $500 contribu- 
tion was made to the party's 
Governor's Club. 


Heider said the contribution 


was made in "accordance with 
state law. Nobody's questioned 


us. Other than that, I prefer not 
to comment on the situation." 


Federal law prohibits cor- 


porate contributions to can- 
didates for federal office. 


The party had included the 


contribution in a single fund 
from which both state and 
federal campaigns were 
financed. 


The party has since es- 


tablished a separate account for 
state office candidates, into 
which all corporation con- 
tributions will be funneled, Mrs. 
Backhaus said. 


"With the revised procedure, 


federal candidates will be 
precluded from having such 
money spent en them," she said. 


The Nebraska Republican 


Party was earlier cited for a 
similar violation.

its unborn young has lost its sur- 
vival instinct." 


Dr. Mildred F. Jefferson, a 


Boston physician, was a speaker 
at the Mid-American Pro-life 
Convention that started 
Thursday and ends Saturday. It 
is sponsored by the Nebraska 
Coalition for Life. 


"The 
mere willingness to 


crush the budding of life can 
represent 
either 
the 


hopelessness of self-defeat or the 
arrogance of self destruction," 
Dr. Jefferson said. 


"A people without survival in- 


stinct wiD become extinct," she 
added. 


Dr. Jefferson is vice chairman 


of the board of directors of the 
National Right to Life Com- 
mittee and assistant clinical 
professor of surgery at the 
Boston University School of 
Medicine. 


"Our goal is to renew the 


American wffl to five with faith, 
hope, chanty and love," she 
said. "Our crusade is to save life 
and love in the United States." 


Dr. Jefferson said the move- 


ment encompasses an ages, re- 
ligions, philosophies and 
groups She is a Methodist 


Dr. Jefferson also said a 


strong grassroots effort is under 
way to inform people and 
possibly change the January of 
1973 decision by the Supreme 
Court to legalize abortions.

Kansas Takes Lead

Kansas, despite disap- 


pointments in two hurdle races, 
scored 20 points in Friday's two 
final events to lead the field 
after the opening day of the Big 
Eight Conference track and field 
meet at Nebraska's Ed Weir 
Track. 


The Jayhawks, seeking to win 


their eighth championship in a 
row, captured first, second and 
fifth in the long jump for all 
their points to lead Nebraska, 
which is in second place with 14. 


Kansas State, going for its first 


league title since 1919, scored 
only four points, but the Wild- 
cats led all teams with 11 
qualifiers to Kansas' eight. 


Missouri had 10 points, thanks 


to sophomore Ben Pluncknett's 
repeat title in the discus throw. 
The Beatrice, Neb., native 
tossed the disc 171 feet, 8 inches 
to edge Nebraska's Steve Jepsen 
by three inches. 


The Cornhuskers' Jerry Han- 


nan, who went into the meet 
with the season's longest throw, 
placed third with a heave of 159 
feet, 9 inches. 


Nebraska had only two 


qualifiers for today's final 16 
events, but both were fastest in 
their respective races. 


Defending 880-yard run cham- 


pion Roger Chadwick qualified 
with a run of 1:51.8, depsite 
being boxed on the first turn of 
the second lap. He came back to 
nose out Kansas State's Lennie 
Harrison by a tenth of a second 
in the first heat. 


Chuck Malito had the day's 


fastest 440-yard dash time with 
:48.4 seconds tc qualify a tenth 
of a second better than 
Oklahoma's Calvin Cooper. 


Coach Bob Timmons' Kansans 


suffered their biggest disap- 
pointment in the 120-yard high 
hurdles when Gregg Vandaveer, 
who figured for a finsih in the 
finals as high as second place, 


fell over the first hurdle. He 
went into the meet with the se- 
cond best time among con- 
ference runners. 


Kansas also lost what would 


have been unexpected points in 
the 440-yard intermeidate 
hurdles when Nolan Cromwell, 
running second at the time, fell 
on the next to last hurdle. 


The Jayhawks, however, came 


through with some pressure 
jumps to go 1-2 in the long jump. 


Danny Seay, on his last try, 


went 26 feet, 8 inches for what 
would have been a conference 
meet record had the wind not 
been greater than the rules per- 


mit. 


Then, also on his last jump, 


Theo Hamilton jumped 26-6V4 to 
vault into second place. Doug 
Todd picked up two more Kan- 
sas points with a 24-1 jump for 
fifth place. 


The Jayhawks also got what 


could be unexpected points 
when they qualified three men 
in the 220-yard dash — defending 
champion Mark Lutz, Emmett 
Edwards and Eddie Lewis. 


Kansas State, winner of the in- 


door title in March, qualified 
three each in the two hurdle 
races and two each in the 100 
and 880. 


Vance Roland and Bill 


Kehmeir had the top two times 
in the high hurdles while Bill 
Kehmeier's :52.4 was tops in the 
intermediate hurdles. 


The competition today figures 


to be just as tightly contested 
and coaches are predicting all 
kinds of record performances if 
the weatherman will just 
cooperate. 


Friday's session started in a 


heavy rain, which hurt discus 
performances, but by the first 
qualifying race the rain had 
become a fine mist.

Grand Island Girls Favored 


Cowboys Lead Big 8 Golfers

The wind-and-rain-swept 


Hillcrest Country Club golf 
course played havoc with first 
and second round scores in the 
Big Eight Golf Tournament 
Friday, but Oklahoma State, 
fourth-ranked nationally, blazed 
over the 6,778 yard course to 
take a ten-stroke lead over the 
field. 


Powered by the outstanding 


second-round performance of 
freshman Jaime Gonzales, four 
of the five OSU players finished 
in the top five individual stan- 
dings. 


But the road wasn't paved 


with gold for Gonzales. He shot a 
76 over the first 18, but then hit 
his stroke and finished with a 68 
over the last 18 — the best score 
by five of the day. 


"I don't know what went 


wrong in the morning," Gon- 
zales said. "I guess I just hit the 
ball bad. I was off the fairway 


with my drive at least 40 per cent 
of the time. 


"And then the grass threw me 


for a while. This blue grass in the 
fairway is real tricky," he con- 
tinued. For a player used to the 
Bermuda-sown courses of the 
south, that could mean the 
difference by one or two strokes 
in score. But Gonzales quickly 
discovered the difference and 
the second round vaulted him 
into the individual lead by one- 
stroke over Oklahoma's Mark 
Witt (73-73-146). 


Gonzales played the front-nine 


of the second round in even par 
but with No. 10, a 414-yard par 
four monster, Gonzales hit his 
stride. On the green hi two, Gon- 
zales sunk a 25-foot putt for a 
birdie. He sank another 25-f ooter 
on No. 11 for a bird, then 
chipped in from off the fringe 
with a 9-iron for another and ran 
in a looping 18-footer on No. 13 
for his fourth birdie. 


He finished the back-side in 


even par, missing a chance for a 


birdie on the 472-yard par five 
No. 18 when his six-foot putt 
rimmed the hole. 


"In the afternoon, I drove real 


well," Gonzales said, evaluating 
his performance. "I hit the 
fairway all the time.

Tninlng A Hunting Dog 


If you're one of those, lucky hunters who have just brought a 


new puppy home or are thinking of getting one, you'll be in- 
terested in knowing that dogs don't train themselves. Realizing 
this, you can begin training the dog at an early age — the day 
you bring him home. 


At first the training should take the form of play so the pup 


develops an interest in what will be expected of Urn in the 
future. Toss an old rag or sock In the house for a yonag 
retriever, never a ball or stick, urge him to bring It back to you, 
and love him up good If he does. 


Tease a pointer with a bird wing on the end of a fishing pole 


and when he hesitates before trying to grab it, let him know he's 
on the right track. And no matter what kind of pup you get, take 
him on walks through fields, weed patches, by ponds or 
anyplace you might hunt with him and let him explore things on 
his own. 


I wouldn't recommend an actual hunt until he is at least six 


months old and well disciplined. A pup is impressionable and a 
bad experience in his youth could dampen his desire to hunt for 
a long time. 


Bring him along slowly and don't expect too much from him 


that first year. Talk to him and give him lots of loving attention 
and exercise, but don't try to tire him out as he will soon look at 
your jaunts as hard work and his lack of excitement will result in 
your lack of enjoyment. 


There are a number of good books available today on the 


training of everything from Boxers to Spaniels and I wouldn't be 
without one. If you are going to train your dog yourself, get a 
book and follow it — these, guys are experts and know what 
they're talking about. 


If your time is limited and you won't be able to spend the 


necessary time training the pup yourself, a professional trainer 
can handle the job for you. 


The pleasures of owning a hunting dog are too numerous to 


mention here, but you'll know what I mean If you've ever owned 
and loved one. 


The First Goose 


I can sit back and let my mind wander to a black Labrador 


bitch named Pepper and to a day on the Platte River when we 
got our first goose together. I was using a 410 shotgun that had 
been my mother's. 


It was only my second year of hunting, but when I heard the 


distant honking of geese, the hair on the back of my neck 
bristled, just like it does today when I hear geese, but can't see 
them. The men had gone to the cabin for lunch leaving me to 
mind the blind. 


The geese came from the east, low and In a straight line un- 


til they were within 200 yards. Then they set their wings, broke 
up a little and sailed straight into the small spread of homemade 
decoys. 


When they hung over the decoys as if suspended on a wire, 


their feet dangling and their long necks bent toward the sand 
bar. I stood up, took a shaky aim at the first one that caught my 
eye and pulled the trigger. The big goose faltered and started 
downward and in my excitement I fired at the same bird again 
as it fell, just to make sure. 


Pepper took her sweet time in making the 20-yard retrieve 


but the look in her eyes as she delivered that goose made me 
think she knew it was my first one. Her eyes smiled and her tail 
wagged and she seemed to say, "Nice goin." 


That was more than 24 years ago and Pepper isn't around 


anymore, but I'll bet that if there's a Labrador heaven, Pepper 
is up there retrieving that first goose over and over again, just 
like she does in my mind whenever I sit back and just let it 
wander.

London — Uncertainty and 


tension prevailed Friday in the 
foreign exchange markets all 
over Europe as Austria an- 
nounced a de facto revaluation 
of her schilling and West Ger- 
many was forced to intervene in 
support of the Danish, Swedish 
and Norwegian currencies. 


Speculation intensified on the 


possibility that major changes in 
international currency relations 
might be worked out Sunday at a 
meeting of Common Market 
finance ministers near Bonn, 
although officials said the 
gathering would be "routine." 


It was clear, nevertheless, that 


the system of jointly floating 
European currencies set up in 
1972 was being subjected to in- 
creasing strain. France aban- 
doned the so-called "snake," or 
joint float, earlier this year, and 
Italy and Britain have refused to 


participate. 


Austria withdrew her currency 


from the joint float Thursday 
and effectively revalued it by 
roughly 3% Friday. The schilling 
was never officially included in 
the float, although it moved 
along side the other currencies 
and maintained an unofficial 
relationship. 


The Austrian National Bank 


announced that the schilling 
would be permitted to fluctuate 
by up to 4.5% henceforth against 
the other European currencies, 
or double the amount previously 
permitted. Technically, this was 
not a revaluation, although the 
change in fact allowed the 
currency to move up to a new 
level. 


The U.S. dollar, the West Ger- 


man mark and the British pound 
have all lost about 3% against 
the schilling in the last two days. 
The dollar was being quoted late 
Friday afternoon at 17.52 


schillings, not far below 
Thursday night's closing 
quotations, but well under the 
level of 18 schillings at the close 
Wednesday. 


Austria's action came at the 


end of a week of intense specula- 
tion that similar moves might be 
announced by several of the 
other countries involved in the 
joint European float. West Ger- 
many has denied repeatedly that 
it plans to revalue the mark. 


Friday, the Bundesbank dis- 


closed that it had purchased 62.8 
million Danish crowns, 43.6 
million Swedish crowns and 6 
million Norwegian crowns when 
these currencies threatened to 
fall out of the joint float. Dealers 
reported that the West German 
central bank may also have 
bought additional quantities of 
the Scandinavian currencies on 
the open market. 


Austrian National Bank of- 


ficials in Vienna said the main 
reason for the action Friday was 
to combat inflation. They also 
said they could no longer keep 
the schilling within the narrower 
parameters of fluctuation 
required by the joint float 
because of heavy demand for the 
Austrian currency in recent 
days. 


According to one report from 


the Austrian capital, about $200 
million in speculative money had 
moved into the country in the 
last few days. 


The remaining members of 


the European joint float are 
West Germany, the Netherlands, 
Belgium and Luxembourg 
together, Denmark and, unof- 
ficially, Sweden. Because of the 
conflicting pressures on the 
various currencies, rumors of a 
realignment have circulated for 
weeks.

He noted that the hospital 
recently held a disaster drill 
based on a similar situation and 
that handling of Friday's 
emergency "went amazingly 
well." 


SANTO 
DOMINGO, 


Dominican Republic (AP) - 
President Joaquin BaUguer 
easily won re-election to another 
term Friday but wide-scale 
abstention and numerous dis- 
qualified ballots indicated 
significant voter dissatisfaction. 


Though returns from 


Thursday's balloting were still 
trickling in, Balaguer held an un- 
beatable margin over his oppo- 
nent, Luis Homero Lajara 
Burgos, 62, candidate of the 
small, right-wing Popular 
Democratic party, who con- 
ceded defeat. 


The conservative Balaguer's 


bid for a third four-year term 
was assured earlier in the week 
when his principal opponent, 
Silvestre Antonio Guzman, a 
liberal, dropped out after 
charging the government with 
using massive fraud to keep 
Balaguer in power. 


His coalition, which included 


both Communists and right- 
wingers, urged supporter! to 
abstain from voting and the par- 
tial retu/ns indicated that as 
many as 40 or 50 per cent of the 
country's two million registered 
voters stayed home. 


Some voters went to the polls 


but deposited empty ballot 
envelopes or stuffed them with 
newspaper. 


In contrast to the last two 


weeks of the campaign, when 
violence resulted in 10 deaths, 
election day was extremely 
peaceful for the Dominican 
Republic. 


The Guzman 
coalition had 


joined together to prevent what 
is called "continuismo" or 
government leaders staying in 
power for too long. Balaguer was 
the figurehead president under 
dictator Rafael Trujillo and was 
first elected to the post in 1966. 
Trujillo ruled the country for 
more than 30 years.
